ly  requifite  in  all  inflammatory  diiorders^  when 
it  is  of  the  utmoit  confequence  to  keep  the 
body  free. 

The  heft  time  and  manner  of  taking  it  inge- 
neral,  is  in  a  cup  of  milk,  or  milk  and  water 
warm,  with  a  fpoonful  of  the  Beaume^  before 
breakfafl:  and  before  fupper.  The  quantity  can 
never  do  harm  ;  and  fo  far  from  heating,  the 
more  inflammatory  the  cafe  is,  thedofe  ought 
to  be  doubled  and  tripled  even  to  the  quantity  of 
a  bottle  a  day,  without  any  poffibility  of  being 
hurt  by  it:  and  it  may  be  taken  at  anytime, 
when  the  patient  finds  himfelf  indifpofed.  It 
is  indifputable  that  it  is  not  only  the  greatefl:

Fadls  are  uncontrovertible;  aneJ 
on  the  ftrength  of  thefe,  this  remedy  is  novisJ

In  taking  the  Beaume^  it  is  advifeable  to  drin’’| 

of  fome  fmall  liquor ;  nothing  fo  good  as  wea  J 

broth,  which  helps  to  bring  away  the  humour^l 

which  the  Beatmc  detaches.

Injections,  compofed  of  an  equal  quantity  of 
Beaume  and  warm  water  are  neceffary  for  the 
jluor  albus^  gonorrheas  ^  and  ulcers  ox  fi/lulaSy  more 

particularly  ;  they  are  alfo  to  be  made  ufe  of 
for  internal  piles, 

Perfons  afiiiCled  with  the  gout,  or  rheuma- 
tifm,  befides  the  internal  ufe  of  three  or  four 
fpoonfuls  a  day,  are  to  rub  the  part  affeCled  with 
the  Marc^  or  refiduum  of  the  Beaume ^  and  to  pro¬ 
cure  more  immediate  eafe,  are  advifed  to  apply 
a  poultice  of  bread  and  milk,  with  a  fpoonfuf 
or  two  of  the  Marc  mixed  with  it. 

It  is  particularly  recommended  to  be  made 
ufe  of  at  the  turn  of  the  fmall  pox,  by  way  of 

lotion,  to  prevent  pitting  p  the  method  of  doing 
it  is  by  mixing  the  Beaume  wdth  an  equal  quan¬ 
tity  of  warm  milk ;  and  bathing  the  parts, 
v/ith  a  linen  rag  or  fponge. 

It  is  to  be  obferved,  that  in  all  inflammations, 
and  other  complaints  of  the  bowels,  where.

In  fliort,  this  remedy  may  be  ufed  indifcrimi- 
nately  internally  or  externally,  at  anytime,  or 
in  any  reafonable  quantity,  without  the  leaft 
inconvenience.  The  public  are  therefore  defired, 
for  their  own  fakes,  to  make  trial  of  it,  and  to 
found  their  faith,  not  on  the  atteftations  here 
contained,  but  on  their  own  experience.

Certain  it  is,  that  whenever 
‘  ‘  that  part  of  the  human  frame  is  weak  and  out  of 
order,  we  become  a  prey  to^all  corporeal  evil$«. 
Our  aliments  grow  four,  are  corrupted,  and 
make  a  bad  ferment ;  which  of  courfe  caufe  ant 
I  ill  digeftion  ^  from  which  refults  a  bad  chyloj,

and  this  laft  forms  a  lizy  and  thick  blood,  de¬ 
prived  in  part  of  its  fpirituous  and  balfamic 
principles. 

Now  fuch  blood  conveyed  by  the  circulation 

through  all  the  parts  of  the  body  with  the  vital 
fpirits,  muft  occafion  obftrudlions  in  fome  of 
thefe  parts;  and  the  crude,  indigefted,  glutin¬ 
ous,  ^cid,  or  .fait  matters,  the  produce  of  a 
bad  ferment,  muft  there  be  flopt,  and  in  a  new 
fermentation  to  open  a  palTage,  turn  into  head- 
achs,  fevers,  defluxions,  pains  in  the floniach,  diar.

It  may  be  prefumed  then,  that  the  true  fprina- 
of  all.diftempers  is  to  be  looked  for  only  in  that 
noxious  leaven  which  fpoils  and  corrupts  our 
jtood,  and,  mdead  of  a  good  digeflion,  conveys 
nothing  but  crude  and  undigelled  juices. 
•'V  hence  it  is  plain,  that  to  remedy  fuch  evils, 
the  only'  means  are  to  find  out  a  medicine  capa¬ 
ble  of  anfwering  thefe  three  erTential  ends,  viz. 
evacuating  fuperfluous  humours,  hindering  the 
formation  of  new  ones,  and  fortifying  the  ftomach. 

Thefe  are  the  wholefomeeiFeas  of  the  Beaunit 
de  Vie-,  it  evacuates  gently  all  heterogeneous 
humours,  reftores  the  lloirach  to  a  proper 
ilrength,  re-animates  nature  without  the  leaft 
violence,  prefervss  radical  moifture,  quickens 
the  circulation  of  the  blood,  abforbs  the  acid 
acrimonious  particles,  and  introduces  balfamic 
S0es  in  their  ftead.

Tnis  reafoning  muft  acquire  both  light  and 
flreng'h  from  a  reflexion  grounded  on  an  efta-

The  blood  in  our  body  we  may  look  upon  as 
a  moil  rapid  ftream,  which  divides  itfelf  into  a 


million  of  large,  middling,  fmall,  and  even  in- 
finitely  fmallcr  canals,  through  which  that  chyle 
wuhich  feeds  all  the  parts  of  our  bodies,  is  dlftri- 
buted.  If  by  the  badnefs  of  the  chyle,  this 
blood  becomes  vifeous  and  depraved,  the  fiream 
in  its  rapid  courfe  muft  carry  and  depofite  Its 
filth  in  the  rivulets.  By  that  means  the  vef- 
fels  are  often  choaked  up  :  obftrudtions  necef- 
farily  arife  in  fuch  parts,  and  by  a  confequence 
equally  certain,  thefe  parts  can  furnifli  to  their 
ramifications  only  a  vitiated  and  impoverlflied 
blood  ;  hence  difeafes  of  all  kinds  enfue. 


1  he  truth  of  this  principle  is  fo  felf*  evidently

now  explained,  the  food  carried  through  it  can¬ 
not  but  be  very  unwholcfome,  and  apt  U 
taint  and  corrupt  them^  and  in  time  beget  :: 
phthillc  or  confumption*  If  the  veflels  lead 
ing  to  the  liver,  the  fpleen,  or  the  head  aiu 
foul ;  this  foulnefs  will  create  obftrufliens  ii 
the  liver^  vapours,  megrims,  &c.  nor  is  thi  i 
all,  for  if  the  matters  thus  ilopt  happen  to  fer 
ment,  they  muff:  naturally  bring  forth  putrid 
fevers,  impofthumes,  nervous  complaints,  carie 


in  the  bones,  &c.  &c. 

I  preffjme  to  fay,  that  v/e  have  proved;  evej 
to  demondration,  the  truth  afferted  above,  viz:' 


til  at  almcjl  eveiy  Internal  diforiLr  proceeds  fro?n  ih< 
ihmach  \  confequently  to  attack  them  with  fuc: 
cels,  one  ought  to  do  it  the  {lomach.  Tha 
as  foon  as  a  medicine  (hall  be  found,  whof 
natural  eflccls  fiiall  be  to  improve  and  purif 
the  chyle,  then  we  fcail  obtain  the  fore  meani 
of  carrying  through  all  and  every  part  of  thj 
body,  juices  adapted  to  re^edabliili  order 
and  maintain  it. 


I  have  already  fpoke  of  the  effential  proper 
ties  of  the  Beaurne  de  Vie^  fetting  forth  that  b  ; 
its  couiiitaent  principles,  it  is  a  fovereign  reK 
torer  and  ftrenathener  of  the  ilomach.  X  havi 
afferted  its  efficacy  in  moli  didempers,  becauii 
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let  them  aj5pear  ever  fo  different,  yet  they 
fpring  orginally  from  the  fame  caufe,  a  vitiated 
flomach. 

If,  to  thefe  reflexions,  offered  by  a  fimple 
theory,  founded  upon  a  knowledge  of  the  me- 
cbanifm  of  the  human  body,  of  the  true  fource 
of  the  various  diforders  that  afflict  it^  and  of 
the  nature  of  thofe  ingredients  whofe  princi¬ 
ples  are  fixed  in  the  compofition  of  this  medi¬ 
cine  >  If,  fays  the  author,  to  thefe  reflexions 
you  add  the  light  cf  experience^  if  you 
call  to  mind  with  what  an  amazing  fuccefs 
it  has  been  applied  in  the  niofi:  oppoiite  fymp- 
toms  will  it  not  follow  that  this  almoft  uni« 
verfal  efficacy  which  I  have  attributed  to  it,  is 
not  a  paradox,  or  a  groundlefs  panegyric,  but  a 
certain  and  inconteflible  truth,  fupported  by 
whatever  experimental  obfervation  can  afford^ 
and  attefted  beyond  a  doubt  ? 

The  moff  eminent  phyficians  in  France,  and 
fome  in  other  countries,  own  unanimoiifly  that, 
the  Beautne  deVie^  is  the  moil  powerful  floma- 
chic  that  ever  appeared  ;  they  recommend  and 
even  prefcribe  it  to  their  patients.  Pretenders 
to  phyfic,  or  fuch  as  praflice  without  quali¬ 
fications,  with  as  much  difhonefly  as  ignorance,, 
have  attempted  to  argue  up^n  what  they  knew 
not,  conflantly  repeating  that  the  Bcaiimc  de  Vie

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h  a  hot  retnedy^  or  that  it  mud  be  hot*  Thefe  are 
the  hou'Kl^.  of  their  criticifm,  their  incapacity 
in  th?fciencecf  pbvfic  not  allov/ing  them  to 
carrv  their  decifiohs  any  farther,  nor  to  bring 
any  reafons  in  fupport  of  this  vague  and  in- 
confiderate  declaration. 

Did  they  deferve  an  anfwer,  I  v/ould  tell 
them  that  not  only  their  authority,  but  even, 
fuch  arguments  as  they  may  think  fupported  by 
phvfical  knowledge,  v^^ili  never  be  able  to  de- 
ftroy  the  authenticity  of  facts  related  and  at- 
tefted  from  fo  many  different  parts. 

Among  the  many  inftances  which  prove?, 
beyond  contradiclion,  that  our  medicine  re¬ 
moves  even  the  moft  inflammatory  diftempers, 
without  overheatino;  the  natienc,  it  will  be 
enough  to  fay,  that  it  has  been  ufed  in  acute 
fevers,  m  bilious  cholics,  and  pleurlfies,  with 
fpitting  of  blood  5  and  tliat  perfons  have  taken 
very  large  quantities  in  a  foort  time,  even  to 
dirty  bottles  in  fix  v/eeks,  and  none  ever  com¬ 
plained  of  the  efFeil  which  ignorance  lays  to 
it;  Charge.  On  tue  contrary,  any  perfon  who, 
lhaU  find  himfelf  hot,  or  othefvvdfe  tormented, 
bv  flatulencies  in  the  ftornach  or  inteftiness^ 
wheiher  occafioned  by  want  of  a  proper  digef-' 
tion,  by  abundance  of  bde  or  flimy  and  vifeousi 
matter,  will  experience  an  almoft  fudden  relicfj, 
if  they  take  in  ihe  morning  a  milk  clyfter  with 
one  or  two  ipoQ,nfuls  of  the  Beaum^  5  and  fuch 


'  a  s. 
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as  feel  acrimonious  humours  diftilling  at  times 
from  the  head,  may  be  eated  by  a  gargle  of 
half  a  cup  of  milk  and  one  half-fpoonful  of 
Beoume, 

That  a  medicine  of  fuch  extenfive  ufe  fliould 
meet  with  enemies,  is  no  wonder  ;  fome  have 
condemned  it  thro’  envy,  others  through  felf 
intereft  j  and  it  fcarce  became  known  by  its 
prodigious  cures,  before  feveral  voices  were 
raifed  to  attack  its  credit;  yet  the  declaimers 
could  affign  no  bad  qualities  in  the  Beaume ;  they 
found  themfelves  reduced  to  that  fingle  objec¬ 
tion,  it  is  a  warm  kind  of  phyfick.  However, 
they  confefs  it  to  be  an  excellent  ftomachico. 

But  it  is  needlefs  to  anfwer  fuch  a  lame  ob- 
jecSliorsi  fince  experience  is  the  beft  argument,. 
Yet  as  fome  may  v/ifii  to  have  the  one  fupport- 
ed  by  the  other  ;  I  will,  to  facls,  add  phyfical 
reafons  of  the  efFe£ls  which  our  medicine  can 
and  really  does  produce. 

It  is  heatings  fay  the  critics,  therefore  pernu 
nicious  in  infanimatory  diforders^  An  inflamma¬ 
tion,  according  to  the  bypothefis  they  have  a- 
dopted,  is  occafioned  by  fiery  particles  in  the 
blood  and  huniGurs,  circulating  with  them, 
and  fomeuaies  (topping  in  certain  parts  of  the 
body,  where  they  increafe  confuierably  the  mo  ¬ 
tion  of  the(e  fluids,  and  are  the  immediate 
caafe  of  fatal  diforders.  If  therefore  inftcad 

of  cooling  remedies,  you  admimtter  others  that 

are 
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are  fpirkuous  and  compofed  of  igneous  parti¬ 
cles,  it  is  the  adding  fuel  to  fire,  and  giving 
new  ftrength  to  an  enemy  making  already  cruel 
devaftations. 

This  way  of  arguing  might,  we  own,  im- 
pofe  upon  people  little  acquainted  with  phy- 
fick  ;  but  let  us  fee  whether  the  foundation 
that  fupports  it  is  as  folid  as  it  is  fpecious* 
What  is  the  true  caufe  of  inflammation?  Is  ft 
to  be  afcrlbed  to  the  accelerated  motion  of  ig¬ 
neous  particles,  or  to  the  fubfiding  of  this  mo¬ 
tion,  that  is,  to  the  obilacles  which  thefe  pre¬ 
tended  particles  of  fire  meet  in  their,  way  ?  I  am= 
inclined  to  believe  the  lafi  to  be  the  c.aufe  ;  and 
am  certain  that  many  phyficians  will  be  cC 
my  opinion,  if  they  pleafe  only  to  give  a  little 
attention  to  it* 

I  expedl:  to  be  looked  upon  by  others  as  am 
innovator,  one  who  attempts  to  overthrow  a  fa-^ 
vourite  hypothefis,  which  has  obtained  great 
credit  in  the  fchools.  I  am  eafy  enough  about 
the  confequence,  provided  ]  have  that  jafiicQ 
done  me,  to  be  read  with  fome  kind  of  at¬ 
tention. 

Is  it  impoffible  that  the  hypothefis  of 
inflammation  may  be  falfe  ?  No,  even  the^ 
greatefl:  men  that  have  treated  the  fubjecl  weie 
not  more  infallible  upon  it  than  many  others.,. 
The  very  word  inflammation  has  probably  form¬ 
ed  a  prejudice  capable  of  deceiving  them  fo  ss 
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to  take  the  'eiTeci  of  inSammatlon,  i.  e,  the 
iiiflaiTimation  itfelfj  for  its  caufe. 

In  effe£l,  authors,  both  ancient  and  modern,- 
tell  us  that  inSammation  has  its  name  from 
Flamma^  as  if  they  meant  that  lire  is  the 
caufe  of  it.  ’Tis  in  this  manner  that  the  learned 
Eoerhaave  fpeaks  in  his  Aphorifms. 

The  infiammation  or  phlegmon  has  its 
name  from  Fire,  becaufe  it  refembles  it  in 
its  caufe  and  in  its  eiFefls.”  But  had  Dr. 
Boeihaave  properly  examined '  the  progrefs  of 
the  inflammation  ?  No,  he  had  read  that  its 
caufe  is  fire,  he  had  obferved  the  eiFedts  to  be 
fimilar  enough  \  and  has  been  fatisfled  with 
that. 

Baron  Van  Swieten,  who  has  given  us  fiiin- 
incr  lio-hts  into  the  oracles  ofBoerhaave,  walking 

in  the  fteps  of  this  great  mafter,  did  not  feru- 
ple  to  embrace  the  fame  opinion ;  fliall  I  be 
allowed  to  give  the  realons  I  have  for  not  ad- 
hering  to  the  opinion  of  thefe  two  great  lunii* 
naries  in  phyfick  ? 

Had  any  body  afked  them,  what  are  thofe 
fiery  particles  which  gather  in  a  fixed  place  of 
our  body  ?  Could  all  the  depth  of  their  genius 
have  found  a  way  to  extricate  themfelyes  out  of 
the  perplexed  fituation  which  fo  fimple  a  quef- 
tion  rnufi  have  thrown  them  into?  1  know  of 
no  other  igneous  particles  in  us  but  thofe 
of  the  elementary  fire  which  w^e  have  in  com¬ 
mon  v/ith  every  individual  in  nature.  And  this 

fire 
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fire  never  is  by  itfelf  the  caufe  of  any  inflara- 
mation. 

Li  fupport  of  his  opinion  Dr.  Van  Swieten* 
brings  an  example  which  is  no  way  conclufive 

in  his  favour.  When  a  man  in  health' (fays 
the  learned  commentator:  in  Aphor,  126.) 
prefents  the  upper  part  of  his  hand  to  a  fire, 

he  begins  to  feel  a  heat  greater  than  thena- 
tural  one,  and  his  hand  becomes  red  ;  if  he 
brings  it  nearer,  it  fvvells  and  is  painful 
nearer  ftilJ,  the  pain  is  more  acute,  the  epi- 
dermis  is  railed,  blifters  are  formed,  and  it 
will  feparate  from  the  (kin  at  leaft  ;  the  ac- 
tion  of  the  fire  encreafing,  by  reafon  of  prox- 
imity,  will  burn  the  (kin  and  form  a  fore  ^ 
fuppuration  will  intervene  to  feparate  tho 
dead  part  from  the  quick. 

Now  it  is  certain,  that  an  inflammation 
has  the  fame  accidents  in  concomitance  and- 
in  the  fame  order,  for  if  it  attacks  the  back 
of  the  hand,  it  is  followed  by  heat  and 
(^welling  with  pain,  thefe  fymptoms  encreafe 
in  proportion  as  the  ailment  is  more  confi- 
derable  ;  if  the  progrefs  is  fuch  as  to  be  near 
pJ'oducing  a  gangrene,  the  epidermis  rifes 
^  alfo  in  blifters,  the  fcurf  is  to  be  feparated 
by  fuppuration  from  the  quick;  at  laft,  if  it 
goes  to  the  lafl:  period,  all  the  parts  grow 
black  even  to  the  bone,  as  if  they  had  been 
reduced  to  a  coal  by  a  violent  fire.  Gan- 
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grene  then  changes  its  name  into  that  of 
Sphacelus/’ 

To  this  experiment  fo  conclufive  for  thofe, 
who^  as  it  is  commonly  faid,  will  fwear  In  ver-* 
ha  Magijlri ;  I  aiifwer  by  aiking  thefe  gentle¬ 
men,  what  muft  become  of  a  hand  expofed  to 
a  (harp  and  intenfe  cold  ?  It  will  in  a  fliort: 
time  grow  red  ;  continuing  in  tho  fame  pofitions 
the  perfon  muft  feel  an  internal  heat  and  a  pain 
Jn  every  refpedl  like  to  that  which  is  produced 
by  file,  and  by  the  inflammation  of  which  fire 
is  the  fuppofed  caufe  j  if  :the  hand  remains  lon¬ 
ger  expofed,  the  pain  will  dncreafe  with  the 
fv/ellingi  a  gangrene  will  appear  at  firft  and  be 
followed  by  a  fphacelus.  1  might  then  cgii- 
clude  from  this  experiment,  that  cold  is  the 
.caufe  of  inflammation  \  and  that  -fire  produces 
it  by  accident  only  in  the  fame  manner  as  all 
external  bodies  Vv^ill  do  when  they  are  hurt  by 
itriking. 

If  fire  is  not  the  immediate  caufe  of  inflam- 


,mation5  what  is  ?  Read  Boerhaave,  and  you 
will  find  it  very  plainly  fpecified.  After  haviijg 
fold  us  that  fire  produces  inflammation,  be 
fpeaks  of  an  obftru£lion  of  the  arterial  veflels, 
but  looks  upon  it  as  the  effedi,  and  not  as  the 
x^ufe,  which  he  improperly  fuppofes  to  have 

before  ftated  :  I  am  therefore  apt  to  believe  that 

this  pretended  efFeil  is  the  true  caufe  itfelf,  I 

♦ 

mean  this  obftruilion  of  the  fmall  arterial  v-ef- 

fc-k  ;  the  cvf  /x  rrixod  v.'ii'i 

^  w  “.'3 
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and  vifcous  humours  that  circulate  with  it,  and 
retard  its  fiuidity  at  their  coming  into  thefe 
pipes  :  the  vefiel  is  too  narrow  to  give  a  free 
paflage  to  this  mixture  of  blood  and  humours^ 
it  diiatesj  but  as  it  cannot  be  ftretched  beyond 
a  certain  meafure  of  extention  affigned  for  it, 
the  principles  of  this  mixture,  unable  to  make 
their  v/ay,  will  fill  it  by  flopping  the  courfe 
of  thcfe  which  circulation  brings  after :  thefe 
laft,  drove  by  others,  will  attempt  forcing  the 
barrier.  Hence  a  fwelling  in  the  orifice  of,  and 
in,  the  very  veflHs  ^  fuch  a  flagnation,  cauies  a 
fermenting,  and  this  an  inflammation,  with  all 

the  attendant  fymptonis. 

I'he  truth  of  this  may  be  known  by  the  fre¬ 
quent  and  more  fenfible  beatings  of  the  pulfe  in 
inflammatory  difeafes.  The  fermentation  fpreads 
to  the  nearefl:  parts  by  the  reflux  of  the  humoursj 
tainted  with  it,  and  makes  the  fluids  circulate: 
with  more  rapidity.  Boerbaave  himfelf  fays  it 
in  Aphor»  I20,  and  Mr.  Van  Swieten  confirms 
it  in  his  commentary. 

This  motion  of  the  fluid’s  adbing  with  force 
upon  the  folids  cannot  fail  exciting  a  violent 
heat,  and  of  courfe  a  pain,  which  is  the  refull! 
of  an  unnatural  extenfionof  the  parts.  No  on« 
can  doubt  it  who  knows  that  two  bodies  rubbe<t 
agalnfi:  each  other  will  grow  hot,  and  eveit 
catch  fire  if  the  collifion  is  carried  to  a  certain 
degree  of  fwiftnefs. 

Here  then  is  the  true  caufe  of  inflammation:  no: 
in  the  fire  which  concurs  to  it  only  occafionallyj 
blit  in  the  cold  5  in  the  coagulation  of  the  fluids.: 
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in  the  obftru£lion  made  by  grofs  vlfcoas  and  coa¬ 
gulated  humours,  which  hinder  circulation. 

The  nature  of  inflammation  thus  known  and 
ftated,  let  us  fee  whether  the  ufe  of  the  Beawne

'  what  happens  from  this  treatment  ?  by  fo  rhuch 

C  cooling 
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cooling  and  relaxing,  the  obftru£lion$  that  were: 

to  be  remedied,  increafe ;  the  patient  is  exhauftedl 
and  wafling.  I'hen  recourfe  is  had  to  fpiritu- 
ous  remedies,  but  often  too  late  :  the  relaxec 
veflels  cannot,  but  with  the  greateft '-difficulty 
recover  their  rprii]g. 

If  cordials,  and  corroborating  draughts, 
are  attended  with  fuccefs,  it  is  becaufe  the  .re¬ 
laxation  not  being  yet  brought  to  its  lalf  period: 
the  fpirituous  remedies  come  happily  timt 
enough  to  reftore  life  to  the  languifliing  ana 
half  dead  parts  in  which  the  obftrudlion  re 
rnained.  The  firft  flep  fhould  ,be,  to  remev-^ 
and  evacuate  the  caufe  of  fuch  obftrucStions 
and  for  this  reafon  the  Beawne,  tho’  under  thi 
imputation  of  a  hot  remedy,  never  failed  fuc:: 
ceeding  in  the  moft  inflammatory  difeafes ;  .fuel! 
as  pleurifies,  peripnuinonies,  or  any  other  wheir

pox:  and  what  is  Aill  more  convincing,  yoii 
may  at  any  time  fwallow  ihftantly  a  whole  phial, 
without  fear  of  any  heat  or  inconveniency. 

The  laft  objedion  which  I  fliall  reply  to, 
is,  that  it  is  a  falve  for  every  fore ^  and  good  in  any 
complaint  whatfoever  ;  We  do  not  like  fuch  af- 
««  fertions,  they  deftroy  our  confidence.’’ 

Let  thofe  who  fpeak  thus,  reflect,  that  I  givc 
the  Beaume  de  Vie  for  an  infallible  ftomachic  ; 
that  I  take  it  for  indifputable,  that  moft  diforders 
proceed  from  the  itomach,  and  that,  whenever
